Surprise Move At Madagascar May 


Net United Nations Three Warships 


London—One jump ahead of th** enem y iii a surprise move that may net 
th** United Nations three French warships as well as vital naval and ait bases. 
British occupational forces including Commando units today landed on 
the 
island of Madagascar in the Indian Ocean 
First reports said little opposition was encountered. 
But the German radio broadcast an announcement from Paris to the effect 
that French troops on th** 1,000-mile long island athwart th** Indian Olean 
trade routes had been ordered to oppose the “British attack.” 
The an noun cement w as credited to Fernand de Britton, Vichy ambassador 
to Paris. 
Th** German news agency DNB, in a broadcast heard by Renter in London, 
reported that a French subm arine tender, apparently th** Jules Verne, was 
sunk iii resisting th** British landing 
Official information in Berlin, DNB added, said that fighting still w j i s 
in 
progress and that th** Fr**m ii already had suffered casualties The British were 
said to have captured a shore battery and that operations were continuing. 
From Vichy cann* a report that Marshal Retain had called an emergency 
meeting of ii in cabinet at which former Minister of Colonies Admiral 
Bene 
Platon was present.

Infant Feeding—Then and Nom 
O ur knowledge of baby feeding j 
has come a long way the past few 
years. 
Scientists have recently dis­ 
covered that by about the fifth month 
baby’s reserve supply of iron has 
become depleted anti must be re­ 
plenished from outside sources to 
meet his growing needs. The liquid 
diet he’s been sipping up to this time 
can no longer supply a d e q u a t e 
am ounts of the vitamins and min­ 
erals his body requires for proper 
nourishm ent and growth. 
His in­ 
nards need a Utile finely divided 
bulk, in a non-irritating form, to 
give them heft to go on. 
To m eet this need, scientists, w ork­ 
ing with doctors and dietitians, have 
developed s t r a i n e d foods— fruits, 
vegetables, cereals, and soups— all 
cooked w'ith scientific skill, strained 
to m inute particles perfectly sized 
for the delicate digestion of an in­ 
fant, and packed in sterilized, enamel- 
lined cans. Now. to feed our babies 
according to the latest scientific doc­ 
trines, w e open a can of these ready- 
to-serve strained foods, heat a por­ 
tion in the top part of a tightly- 
lidded double Iroiler, spoon the food 
into b ab y’s dish, arid serve. 
B ut baby feeding has not always 
been a m atter of such streamlined 
skill. 
F or from very ancient times 
up to about the middle of the eigh­ 
teenth century there were almost no 
new developments in infant feeding 
Among m any primitive people the 
nursing of babies, which was the 
only type of feeding practiced, was 
a haphazard duty generously u n d er­ 
taken by all the available women in 
the tril>e. 
Artificial devices for in­ 
fant feeding— always invented by 
men, 
not 
women—-did 
not 
exist 
among primitive people at all. 
But 
among the relics left by ancient cul­ 
tured people there are m any urns, 
flasks, spoons, cups, and saucers used 
as containers for pap, which was 
served as a supplem entary feeding 
to infants centuries before the Chris­ 
tian era. 
Many curious notions of infant 
care and feeding have been ex­ 
pounded by specialists in ages past. 
Galen, a famed G reek physician, 
advised swaddling clothes to pres' 
the baby ’s body into shape 
salting 


down the new-born babe to toughen 
his constitution; and feeding baby 
on m other’s milk to keep birn moist 
and warm. 
Confucius advised m a­ 
ternal nourishment up to the th ud 
year. 
Surprising, isn’t it, how all 
these theories seem to emanate Rom 
men. 
Women, throughout the ages, 
have been silent on the subject. 
They have probably been too busy 
doing the job to publicize their 
theories. 
A piece of advice th at dominated 
the field of infant feeding for gener­ 
ations was propounded by Avicenna, 
an Arabian living in the eleventh 
century. 
He believed not only in 
supplementing m aternal nourishment 
witn a wet nurse, but also recom­ 
mended that “the nurse before giv­ 
ing bread or other solid food to the 
infant should chew it thoroughly in 
her mouth, and then spew it or put 
it with her fingers into the infant’s 
mouth." This pigeon-feeding method 
was practiced as late as the eigh­ 
teenth century even in America. 
During all this time, though cows 
and humans had been living close 
together for centuries, cow s milk 
was not used for infant feeding. Not 
until the first research on the chem­ 
istry of milk wa* published in the 
latter eighteenth century was cow s 
milk considered fit food foi a baby, 
and its use was not widely practiced 
even then until the nineteenth cen­ 
tury. 
In the eighteenth century Hugh 
Smith invented what he called a 
"bubby pot”, which paved the way 
for the modern nursing bottle and 
the cow. 
This lidded, urn-shaped 
metal pot, not unlike a coffee pot, 
had a long slender spout with a 
rounded nob on tile end perforated 
with three or four tiny holes through 
which the infant suckled milk. It is 
scarcely credible that man did not 
succeed in developing this device, 
more nearly like the normal method 
I employed by nature, until the eigh­ 
teenth century. 
Following the “bubby pot”, which 
was enormously successful both with 
nurses 
and 
with 
mothers, 
many 
other versions of the feeding bottle 
were developed. 
One of the most 
adroit of these was a cuw’s horn 
with “two small bits of parchment 
shaped like the finger of a glove, 
and .sewed together in such a way 
that tile food poured into the horn 
could 
lie 
sucked 
t h r o u g h 
the 
stitches.” In 1801 the rubber nipple 
was invented, and from then on In­ 
fant care and feeding progressed 
rapidly, through reseat ch and ex- 
pt 1 anent, to tile important position 
it holds in science and medicine 
today.
